Cateaky, June 8.—A large public | 


‘meeting was held in the opera house to- 
‘night, when the foliowing resolutions | 

were passed : That tne citizens of Cal- 
gry do present to Lady Macdonald their | 
heartfelt condolence with her in the deep 
affliction which has befalien her in the re- 
moval by death of her husband, Canada’s 
greatest statesman. 

A copy of this resolution was telegraph 
ed to Lady Macdonald. A aesolution 
was also passed that the citizens of Cal- 
gary, being desirous that a lasting and 
tangible tribute should te consecrated to 
the memory of Sir John Macdonald, whose 
'recont demise the country now so 
| mourns, and believing that the best meth- 
od by which admiration of his life work 
and the love of the people of Canada 
could find expression would be by the 
| erection in Parliament square at Ottawa 
of a monument of suitabic character, to 
be paid for by private subscriptions not 
exceeding a dollar each ; and knowing 
ing that Calgary always had a warm place 
| in the premier’s breast, we think it right 
that this youngest city in the Dominion 
sheuld take the initiative. A citizens’ 
cunmittee was then formed cons‘sting of 
Mayor Reilly, Messrs. Livingstone, Lu- 
cas, Latferty, Stewart and Orr.

TO ERADICATE WARTS. 


Some of the Many Superstitions About 
Getting Kid of Them. 


“Warts! exclaimed the oracle to the 
presiding member of the oyster cracker 
convention in a Main street grocery 
Store in Lewiston Saturday. ‘I've had 
‘em. Yes, sir, I've had ‘em, but I 
charmed ‘em away.” 

After this statement, says the Lewis- 
ton (Me.) Journal, the members of the 
convention fell into silence, consider- 
ing the departed warty days of youth.

THE LAST SAD RITES. 


The Body of Sir John Laid 
To Rest. 


A Most Imposing Spectacle. 


Kingston, June 11.—The mortal 
mains of the late Sir John A. Macdonald 
were committed to their last resting 
place to-day in Cataraqui Cemetery, 


thousands in coming days will make _pil- 
yrimages there to view the resting p'ace 
of Canada’s great ruler. The day was 
hot, the sun was shining brightly. Rain 


the remains in the city hall. Twenty 
thousand persons, in double line, passed 
the bier. The procession was the grand- 
est ever seen on Kingstoa’s streets. It 
was over two miles in length, amd> occu- 
pied over forty minutes in passing a 
The parade moved at 2.40. 
At this time three miles of Princess street 
was lined with spectators. Not less than 
£0,000 persons viewed the solemn ad- 
yance. The parade was under civic con- 
trol. Stores were closed and draped in a 
manner fully evincing the intense sorrow 
manifested in the o’d historic riding of 
the distinguished statesman. The order 
of the parade was direct from the city 
hall, along Ontario and Princess streets 
to Catzraqui cemetery. The order of the 
funeral was: Firemen, Masons, various 
benevolent and national societies with 
bands, police, 4th regiment cava'ry, 
clergy, pall bearers, hearse drawn by 
eight horses, body guard from Royal Mil- 
itary college, mourners. Governor-Gener- 
al and staff, Col. Gzowski, representing 
Her Majesty the Queen, officers of 
Queen's troops and naval officers, Lieut- 
Governors and statis of Ontarie, Quebec, 
Northwest Territories, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, archbishops and mem 
bers of the cabinet, Speaker of the Sen- 
ate, judges of the courts «f law and 
equity, members of the House of Com- 
mons, members of the Executive Coun 
cils of provinces, Speekers of Legislative 
Councils and members, Speakers of Legis 
lative Assemblies and members, consuls 
of foreign powers, deputy ministers, ofh- 
cers of militia, mayor and corporation of 
Kingston, deputations of cities and,towns. 
Then followed citizens and carriages. 
Masons made a great turnout, 350 s.ron.z. 
Among the Masonic representatives wi re 
J. Ross Robertson, Grand Master, aud 
several ex-(irand Masters. The pall 
bearers were me nbers of the cabinet and 
Hon. J. C. Aikens, ex-Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Manituba. The mourners were 
HughJ. Macdonald, Prof. Williamson, 
Col. J. P. McPhersorv, George Sparkes, 
Dr. Powell, Fred White, Jos. Pope, 
private secretary, Tae guards extending 
down the entire line were composed of 
men of ‘‘A” batterp, Field battery and 
15 h Princess of Wales Own rifles. In- 
fantry men carried their arms reversed. 
Sir Alexinder Campbell, Lieutenant 
Governor of Ontario, Hon. Oliver Mowat, 
Sir Roderick Cameron, of New York, 
Commander Law, of the Royal Navy, 
were in one carriage. Archbishop Cleary 
and Rev. Dr. Wardrope, of the General 
Asseinbly of the Presbyterian church, 
with attending priests and clergymen 
followed in s«parate carriages. The men 
in line numbering seven thousand step- 
ped off at a slow pace tothe music of “A” 
battery and 14th P. W. rifle’s band com- 
bined and the Gananoque band. The 
solemn strains floated back as the cortege 
moved eslowiy into the country, and ina 
few minutes the thou-and spectators who 
had proceeded to the cemetery by rail 
could see the glistening helmets of caval- 
rymen as they reached the top of the 
hill. They descended the dusty road 
towards the little village of Cataraqui, 
the streets of which were lined with vil- 
lagers and thousands of ruralists who had 
driven to see the great event. The beau- 
tiful cemetery looked its very best, the 
green grass and beautiful foliage of the 
trees cuntrasted artistically with the beds 
of bright flowers which dotted the_hill- 
sides here and there where the graves 
are located. The sad procession 
through throngs of people bowed and 
with uncovered heads. now and then a 
stifled sob of regret escaped. The hearse 
was flanked by eight artillerymen, who 
on arriving at the last resting place rev- 
erently took up the remains of Canada’s 
greatest statesman. and carried the casket 
to the grave. As Archdeacon Jones step- 
ped forward in clerical robes, the harsh 
rattle of timber was heard as workmen 
uncovered the grave, and there was 
scarcely a dry eye in the large surrownd- 
ing multitude as ti.e casket was lowered 
into its last resting place.
